NEW YORK, Aug 20.—Declar-

If the condition is permitted to 


prevail many lives will be short- 
ened, the efficiency of workers will 
be reduced and a general decline 
in health is certain to ensue, Cope- 
land warned.

lantic City this week, there will be

FOOD PRICES 


ON INCREASE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Food 


prices still are going up. 
The Department of Labor an- 


nounced today that American con- 
sumers had to pay 2 per cent more 
for food during the month of July 
than they did in June. 
For tRe period ending July 15, 


1923, the increase was 4 per cent 
and the Increase for the ten year 
period amounted to 48 per cent.

In fact, Hiram Johnson was 
seriously considered as a candidate even if President 
Harding had lived.

for the office. President Calvin Coolidge, of course, will 
be the chief of these, and he will have a tremendous or- 
ganization and from a political angle considerable ad- 
vantage of many others. He has already been heartily 
endorsed by Mr. Gary, head of the United States Steel 
Corporation which would indicate that Mr. Coolidge is 
assured of the conservative, if not the reactionary Sup- 
port in the country. But in the present state of public 
mind, it is an open question as to whether a man whose 
views are so pronounced along certain lines as to com- , 
mand the enthusiastic admiration of Mr. Gary, would 
not be considered "unavailable" as a candidate. 


Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illinois has been
